An 
earthquake of exceptional’ 
violence will not only cause fires 
in all parts of the affected area, ' 
but will. at the same time, render 
useless the chief means of fighting 
the spread of the flames, the 
water supply. The seasons of the 
year and the time of day are to 
be considered inthis connection : 

Theoretically the earth-' 
quake-fire risk would be greatest 
at meal-time on a winter's day, 
and the least riak would be at 
3 o'clock in the morning in the

General Cheung, commander 
in-chief of the Whampoa Cadets, 
and Canton’s soldier of the hour, 
is a native of Chekiang-province 
from which the mujority of. his 
men were enlisted. He received 
his military training in Japan 
and came south as «# military 
counsellor to Dr. Sun Yat-sen 
when he first established the 
Canton Government in opposition 
to Peking. When it was recog- 
nised that ‘the Kwangsl party— 
Lu Yung-ting and Mu Yung- 
hgien —.were_ merely ‘tolerating 
the Revolutionaries, Sun turned 
over his staff to Chan Kwing- 
aming who was then onthe 
Kwangtung-Fukien border. Gen- 
eral Hsu Shung-chi was given 
command of a division, Cheung, 

* was a second grade staff officer 
and Leung was the colonel of a 
regiment. » Chan Kwing-ming 
launches his offensive on Fukien 
province where he obtained a 
footing for several years, Cheung 
and Leung avon fell out with each 
other, Promoted to first grade 
staff officer, Cheung was given a 
command in the field, General 
Chan always showing a prefer- 
ence td properly trained officers. 
Hau had become an army com- 
mander, Cheung led a division 
which included Leung’s brigade, 
the last-named having gained pro- 
motion for steady merit in action. 
Detailed to take charge of a sub- 
sidiary advance, Chéung ordered 
Leung to take Foochow. When 
within a few hours of that city 
Leung's brigade met: with a 
serious reverse entailing a retreat 
by the whole ling. = This defeat, 
Cheung maintained, was dls aole- 
ty to Leung taking unto himaelf 
nconcubine and leaving the  ex- 
pedition to proceed and look after 
itself. Had it not been for his 
previous success Leung might 
then have lost his life. " 

Later on, a division of allied 
troops rebelled againat Chan and 
stormed -Cheung’s headquarters. 
Leung refused to go to his assist- 
ance and actually seceded from. 
his command. . 

In the long trek back to Canton 
which ended by Sun Yatesen 
establishing himself as President, 
they..both won further honours. 
Leung stayed with Chan but 
Cheung sided with Sun when the 
‘breach between «the two leaders 
became open. Tt was not until 
this year’s offensive against 
Swatow that Cheung Kai-shek 
sprang into the limelight and he 
has yone on from-succesa to 
success, ! ; 


LEUNG’S CAREER. 


Leung began, in the Manchu 
days, as an infantryman and rose 
trom the ranks. For ability and 
zeal he was transferred to Can- 
ton’s ‘corps of military ‘police 
_which had its training sehool for 
officers, Leung passed through 
this school and, in the early days. 
of the Republic, was colonel of'a 
‘regiment of salt 4 eventive. 
officers'at Waichow. In the 1922 
split between Sun and Chan he 
wavered but ultimately threw in 
his lot against Chan.‘ He grad- 
ually established himself at 
Kongmoon until that recent con- 
ference in Canton when he was 
taken prisoner. : 

General Hau Shung-chi, who 
now commands the Cantonese 
section of the Kuomintang army, 
was also trained in Japan. His 
grandfather was:a distinguished 
mandarin in the.latter Manchu 
days.and the family settled in 
Fukien, In the early days of the:

He was 
appointed Tutuh (military gov- 
ernor) of Kwangtung by Peking, 
shortly after the Revolution. 
Gossip attributes his removal to 
Yuan Shi-kii’s craze to become 
Emperor. Hu was known to be 
an ardent supporter of Sun Yat- 
sen. He had no military power 
and depended .on Chan Kwing- 
ming for support. Chan jas 
more acceptube to Peking as he 
was the “adopted scholar” of 
Liang Shi-yee, better. known, as 
tha God of Wealth, On Liang’s 
recommendution, ‘Chan Kwing- 
ming was mage Tutuh and Hu 
wns sent to Tibet as Pacificator. 
He, remained out, of office when 
Sun was away, ahd was, after- 
wards, a-bitter enemy of Chan 
Kwing-ming. Recently he re- 
turned to Canton as first coun- 
sullor to the Generalissimo, acting 
Generalissimo, acting Civil Gov- 
ernor and lastly Foreign Minister, 

SCHOLAR SOLDIER’S PLOT, 


Wong Tsing-wei, sometimes 
described us the great education- 
alist, is accepted by some as the 
-most appropriate successor to Sun 
Yat-sen as he bears many of his 
characteristics. He is-a Chinese 
scholar and took the Sau Choy 
sdegree, which is the stepping 
stone to Kui Yan. Before the 
Revolution was an accomplished 
fact he ix alleged to have planned 
an intricate plot to blow up the 
Prince Regent who then acted for.

The one 
way to procure scientific data on this 
subject is to go to tho streams them- 
selves—and go to the bottom of thom. 

Precise knowledge of stream-flow is 
one of the fundamentals of modern 
progress, Without such information 
thoro is no chance for the development 
of power for industrial purposes. No 
engineer will undertake to construct 
great power plant without definite data 
concerning the volume and apeed of the 
stream on which the plant. to be 
located. i. 5
